Hie bill would require that 
borrowers be provided with a 
statement to include “a plain 
expression of the interest rate 
as well as the concrete dollar 
figures, including price, down 
payment, a c t u a l installment 
costs, and incidental expenses,” 
Carney said. 
Carney conceded the proposal 
may not be a cure-all for shady 
loan and installment purchase 
operations but said to accur­ 
ately inform t h e customer of 
interest charges would “provide 
some relief.’* 
Among 15 bills introduced in 
the House as the legislators re­ 
turned from weekend 
recess 
was one to tighten Ohio laws 
covering drunk driving. 
It would require the suspen­ 
sion of drivers licenses up to a 
year for persons who refuse al­ 
cohol tests requested by a peace 
officer. 
The suspension would be man 
datory upon the sworn testimony 
of two law enforcement officials 
that there were grounds to su­ 
spect the person operated a 
motor vehicle while intoxicated. 
The measure was introduced 
by Rep.

Transitional Budget 


President Johnson did not talk much 
of “frugality” in his budget message to 
Congress. The $99.7-billion budget is 
the highest 
in 
history, $5.3 
billion 
higher than anticipated revenue. Con­ 
gressional critics contend the deficit 
has been understated. 
The 
President 
was caught 
in 
a 
squeeze, partly of his own making. He 
had announced plans for starts next fis­ 
cal year on the major elements of his 
“ great society” program. Likewise he 
had announced intentions of cutting ex­ 
cise taxes. Both goals collided head-on 
with built-in increases for existing pro­ 
gram s and departmental requests. 
The President’s fiscal 1966 budget 
probably is transitional more than any­ 
thing else. He has included the start on 
his domestic great-society plans, but in 
a minimum way, -while the outlays for 


defense and some other programs that 
have drawn such heavy funding in re­ 
cent years are beginning to decrease. 
By the time next January arrives and 
Mr. Johnson presents his next budget, 
his implied hope is that military and 
other expenditures can be held level or 
be reduced more — thus providing more 
margin for funding the domestic pro­ 
grams. The administration obviously 
has no plans for reducing the debt. 
A major element is the condition of 
the economy. Most experts think it will 
continue good throughout 1965, though 
not as booming as 1964, with the last 
six months being the softest period. 
Obviously the President is wagering 
that the economy will continue to grow, 
to an extent that by January, 1966, he 
will not be in more serious budgetary 
trouble.

Plenty of Nothing 


In farming the rich get rich­ 
er — and the poor stay more or 
less right where they are. And 
nothing, 
apparently, 
can be 
done about it. 
Every time Congress renews 
price supports, the million big 
farmers of the nation get their 
production of wheat, cotton or 
peanuts 
underwritten. 
They 
are the ones who can afford the 
fertilizer to get maximum yields 
out of the acreage they are per­ 
mitted to farm. The three mil­ 
lion farmers at the other end of 
the economic scale, 
however, 
benefit very little from the sup­ 
port price programs. 
What is cockeyed about this 
is that city people, who have the 
votes, seem powerless to estab­ 
lish a cut - off point for f a r rn 
aid which would limit support 
advantages to, say, the crops 
producing the first $5,000 of a 
farm family's net income. It 
would seem to be w i t h in the 
bounds of human ingenuity for 
the r i c h e r farmers to g i v e 
a certain graduated pay-back to 
government of what they earn 
on an excess of supported sales. 
But the members of the h u g e 
Democratic Congressional 
ma­ 
jority who come from Urban re­ 
gions are beaten down by their 
fellow Democrats who have ru 
ral constituencies. What, so the 
r u r a l legislators s a y . would 
happen 
to 
our 
Congression­ 
al majority and our total elec­ 
toral college vote if the agricul­ 
tural states were to go against 
us? It’s a compelling question, 
for cm its answer could hinge 
the fate of any national admin­ 
istration in a closely contested 
presidential year. 
What we face, then is an iro­ 
ny: rural poverty will persist 
and even grow more marked by 
contrast during the next f o u r 
y e a r s at the very time t h e 
White House is bending all its 
efforts to wipe poverty out of 
existence. 
The reason why the rich far­ 
mers grow richer and the poor 
stay poor under the price sup­ 
port system is inherent in mod­ 
ern agricultural science 
T h e 
rich can afford everything from 
fertilizer to the newest insecti­ 
cides. and from the best seeds 
to the biggest and most effi­ 
cient 
agricultural machinery. 
And now the computer is com­ 
ing to the special aid of the rich 
farmer. The trick is to hire a 
"programmer” to feed all sort* 
of combinations into the com 
puter in order to get the b e s t 
indication of profit possibilities 
from a given amount of capi­ 
tal equipment and a given ac­ 
reage. The price of seed, the 
price of fertilizer, the interest 
on the farm mortgage, the cost 
of a new tractor, the probable 
f u t u r e prices of alternative 
crops, the wages of farm labor 
— all of these t h i n g s would 
presumably go into the comput­ 


er in various combinations in 
order to produce the best pos­ 
sible scientific crystal ball read­ 
ing. 
Access to computers, which 
are expensive things, could be 
supplied by the Department of 
Agriculture, or by states with 
agricultural extension services. 
But the most advanced farmers 
with the biggest capital invest­ 
ments w o u l d , of course, be in 
the best position to make the 
most of them. In order to get a 
good answer from a computer, 
you have to have something to 
hand to the “programmers.” 
The small farmer, with only his 
own labor time and that of his 
family at his disposal and only 
a few a c r e s , can hardly feed 
a big variety of possible pat­ 
terns into the electronic maw 
of the computer. It’s still a case 
of “them as has, gets.” But 
with the help of the computer, 
the “ scissors effect” which in­ 
creases 
the 
spread 
between 
rich and pow farmers will be­ 
come more marked than it has 
been. 
So what are we to do about 
rural poverty? We can do no­ 
thing as long as Congress con-

tinues to j u d g e the effects of 
its agricultural programs by the 
number of votes they produce in 
key spots in presidential years. 
Maybe this country is doomed 
to spend itself to death for self- 
defeating projects until a law is 
passed that w o u l d 
make it 
impossible for any legislator to 
have two terms of office in suc­ 
cession. If a Congressman knew 
that he c o u I d not be a candi­ 
date to s u c c e e d himself we 
might 
get more disinterested 
laws. States like Pennsylvania 
which do not permit their gov­ 
ernors to have a second succes­ 
sive term are presumably less 
afflicted with self - serving pol­ 
itics. 
If Congressmen 
w e r e 
bound by a single - term limita­ 
tion (make it for four years in­ 
stead of two in the House and 
for eight years in the Senate if 
you like), such monstrosities as 
our agricultural price support 
system might be voted into ob­ 
livion. To think that Congress­ 
ional terms might be limited is 
purely fanciful, but isn’t it also 
fanciful to assume that the price 
support mess will ever be dean 
ed up*

In the past you could deduct 
fully for personal losses from 
theft or casualty, like a storm 
that damaged your house or an 
accident 
that 
damaged 
your! 
car, if it wasn’t covered by in­ 
surance. 
Now 
you 
can 
deduct 
only 
what is above the first $100 of 
loss in each occurrence — never 
for insurance-covered loss. And 
if an accident damaging your 
car was due to your own willful­ 
ness. you can’t deduct at all. 
Car owners won’t find much 
comfort in this change. 
People whose 65th birthday 
was as late as Jan. I. 1965 can 
deduct fully their medical and 
medicine 
costs. 
Before 
1964 
they could deduct all medical 
costs but only that part of their 
medicine and drug bill above 
one per cent of their income. 
Further, if you provide more 
than half the support of over-65 
parents 
— even though they 
might have had $600 income of 
their own and 
you therefore 
can’t claim them as dependents 
— you can deduct the parents’ 
medical and medicine costs in 
full. The test is whether you 
paid more than half their sup-j 
port. 
This doesn’t go for under-65 
people For them the law is un­ 
changed. 
For 
medicine 
and 
drug expenses they deduct only 
what exceeds one per cent of 
income and then only when it is 
added 
to 
medical 
exprases 
which are not deductible until 
they 
excede three 
percent of 
income. 
Anyone can deduct transpor­ 
tation costs for going to get 
medical care, like bus. train, 
taxi or plane fare or the cost 
of gas. oil, and parking. You 
still can. But — 
Now if you use your own car 
going to get medical care you 
can deduct a flat five cents a 
mile instead of gas and oil 
carts. 
And there’s this that’s new: 
If you give your services free 
to a qualified charitable organi­ 
zation 
—and use your automo 
bile in doing so 
—you can de­ 
duct five cents a mile for its 
use, instead of actual out-of- 
pocket expenses, as in the past. 
And this is new: If your em­ 
ployer transferred you or you 
went to work for a new em ­ 
ployer you may be aide to de­ 
duct 
moving 
and 
travel 
ex­ 
penses for you and your fami­ 
ly but under two conditions: 
You work at least 39 weeks 
out of the first year hi the new 
fob or some other job you got 
; later in the same area and your 
new* job in relation to your old 
residence is at least 20 miles 
farther than die distance be­ 


tween your old residence and 
your old job. 
If you sold your home on or 
after your 
65th 
birthday for 
$20,000 or less, you pay no tax 
on any profit made. That s new. 
And a partial exemption is pro­ 
vided for profit on higher priced 
houses. 
But you must have owned and 
used your home as your princi­ 
pal residence for five out of the 
past 
eight 
years 
before 
the 
sale. 
If you are itemizing deduc­ 
tions, you may need far more 
detailed advice than there is 
room for here. 
If that’s the 
case, then here are two sugges­ 
tions : 
Carefully examine the instruc­ 
tion sheet sent taxpayers by the 
Internal Revenue Service or at 
the nearest IRS office for 50 
cents buy the government’s 15s) 
page 
booklet: 
‘‘Your 
Federal 
Income Tax.” 
Generally, no one any longer 
can deduct as a personal ex­ 
pense the cost of auto tags, a 
driver’s license, poll taxes, the 
tax on alcoholic beverages, or 
tobacco, or the tax on hotel 
bills or tickets to sports events 
or theaters. 
Until now you could exclude 
from taxable income dividends 
up to $50 a year—$100 for mar­ 
ried couples if each had at least 
$50 of dividend income — and

you could subtract from your 
income tax four per cent of divi­ 
d ers received above the $50 
or SICO deduction. 
Now you can exclude $100 in 
dividends—$200 if married and 
each has dividend income—but 
above that you can deduct from 
your tax only two per cent of 
your dividends. 
Until now you could exempt 
from taxation $100 a week of 
sick pay after you had been 
sick a week. And you could de­ 
duct the $100 in that first week 
if you had been injured or hos 
pitalized. Not any more. 
Now* you can’t deduct any­ 
thing for the first seven days of 
illness unless you were hospital 
ized at least one day in that 
time. 
Nor can you deduct anything 
for the first 30 days of illness 
unless your sick pay in that 
period was no more than 75 per 
cent of your regular pay, even 
though you were injured or hos­ 
pitalized. If 75 per cent or less, 
you can exclude up to $75 for 
the first 30 days. 
Example: If you continued to 
receive your regular pay that 
first 30 days you can deduct 
none (rf it. 
But if you were out sick more 
than 30 days you can exclude 
after 30 days $100 or your week­ 
ly rate of pay received without 
worry about percentage limits 
Here are some examples of 
those limits within the first 30 
t days: 
But suppose your regular pay 
1 was $120, your sick pay $91 each 
week. That $91 is more than 75 
per 
cent 
of $120. 
Therefore, 
in the first 30 days you could 
exclude none of it. 
Or, suppose your regular pay 
was $100, your sick pay $75 a 
week. You could exclude all $75 
since that happens to be 75 per 
cent (rf $100 and is no more than 
the $75 limit. But, if your sick 
pay each week you were off wa* 
$76. you could exclude none of 
it because $76 is more than 75 
per cent of $100. 
One more example: 
lf you 


earned $80 a week and your sick 
pay 
was 
as 
much 
as 
$60, 
you 
could 
exclude all of it, 
since $60 is 75 per cent of $80. 
But if that sick pay had been 
$61 each week, which is more 
than 75 per cent of $80, you 
could exclude none of it. 
There s been a change on de­ 
ductions for child care, and it 
works tills way: 
You may, under certain cir­ 
cumstances, deduct for a maid 
or sitter or private school costs 
for a child if you are a woman— 
single, married, divorced or de­ 
serted—who must work outside 
the home. 
You can deduct for such care 
for a child up to $3 or up to any 
age if it is physically or men­ 
tally defective. The child doesn t 
have to be your own but you 
must be able to claim it as a 
dependent. 
The deduction limit for this 
child care is $600 for one child 
or a maximum of $900 for two or 
more children cared for. But 
there can be a lot of ifs, ands, 
and buts if this problem, even 
resulting, in the case of a mar­ 
ried couple, is wiping out the 
deduction under some circum­ 
stances.

Their record com­ 
pares with the frequency rate 
of 3.32 for the chemical indus­ 
try as a whole and 6.12 for all 
industry. 
In actual numbers, they had 
52 injuries last year as compar­ 
ed with 54 in 1963. But when they 
got off the job, these same peo­ 
ple ran up a total of 1,950 time- 
losing injuries serious enough 
to keep them off the job an av­ 
erage of 14 days each. The rate 
was 5.55 per m i l l i o n man­ 
hours, 21 times greater than it 
was at work. 
Precautions on the job are 
seemingly extreme because of 
the nature of the work — 
explosives, atomic energy, com- 
p l i c a t e d chemical reactions 
heavy construction, and so on. 
Wh i l e some of the 52 injuries 
were c a u s e d by t h e unex­ 
pected in equipment, the ma­ 
jority had the same factors that 
o c c u r at home or anywhere 
else — auto accidents, falls, 
carelessness. 
The highest injury rate was 
not in the plants and laborator­ 
ies, as might be expected, but 
in the sales 
groups, which 
were twice as high as the others 
in the company.

IO Ohio School Districts 


Get U.S. Vocational Funds 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Ten 
Ohio school districts have been 
allocated $4.3 million in federal 
money for construction of vo­ 
cational education facilities pro­ 
vided they can come up with a 
matching $4.3 million in local 
funds. 
The State Board of Education 
selected the districts to receive 
the federal aid under the Voca­ 
tional Education Act of 1963. 
The selected districts have 
until June 30 to submit detailed 
plana for their facilities and 
raise the local money, lf any of 
the IO approved at the board 
meeting Monday don’t meet the 
d e a d l i n e , five other dis­ 
tricts were selected as next in 
line. 
The largest amount at money 
—$950,000—is expected to go to 
the new Penta-County Joint Vo­ 
cational School District at the 
old Rossford Army Depot near 
Toledo. It is composed of 17 
neighboring scrool districts. The 
individual appropriations won’t 
be 
made until 
the 
board's 
March 8 meeting. 
Six of the 15 projects are in 
Cleveland. 
Three other joint vocational 
districts ako are included—Sci­ 
oto, Lake and Clark counties. 
Other qualifying school dis­ 
tricts are Morgan County Local, 
Southwestern City, Western Re­ 
serve in Warren, Lancaster City 
and Cincinnati Taft High. 
The formula for determining 
the priorities was based on a 
district’s drop-out ratio, tax rate 
and percentage of college-bound 
students. 
A proposal to seek a reorgan­ 
isation of Ohio’s school districts 
by 1970 was tabled by the board. 
The board’s legislative com­ 
mittee had proposed a plan un­ 
der which all districts which do 
not offer 12 full years of educa­ 
tion would be eliminated by 
July 1968. Fifth-seven districts 
fall into this category. 
The proposal also would re­ 
quire a minimum of 2,000 pupils 
in a district by 1970, unless a 
specific exemption was granted. 
It would set 10,000 pupils as the 
minimum 
for 
establishing 
a 
regional administration service 
amt for districts. 
In other action, the board: 
Extended for one year, until 
June 30, 1966, charter revoca­ 
tion of five high schools in High­ 
land County and one each ini 


Trumbull and Logan counties. 
Approved creation of a new 
city school district composed of 
Uhrichsville, Dennison and local 
districts in Tuscarawas County. 
Approved bond issue requests 
exceeding bonded debt limits for 
Cardington (Morrow County), 
East Holmes (Holmes County) 
Streetsboro (Portage County) 
and 
Reynoldsburg 
(Franklin 
County). 
Perry and Hocking counties to 
form a joint vocational school 
district won approval at the 
meeting. 
However, the application of 
tile Athens city schools for a 
share of the $4.3 million in fed­ 
eral funds to expand its voca­ 
tional school facilities did not 
win approval because it was too 
low—21st—on the priority list. 
Only the top 15 projects were 
given approval. 
Athens Supt. Clyde Plant took 
issue with the formula the De­ 
partment of Education used to 
determine priorities, since his 
district was not among those in 
line to get the funds. 
The formula is based on a dis­ 
trict’s drop-out ratio, tax rate 
and percentage of college-bound 
students.
